Saudi and 
‘Libyan aid 
for Uganda 


KAMPALA. — Saudi Arabia and 
Libya will provide Uganda with 
$23m. in development ald under 
agreements reported by Uganda 
radio yesterday. It said the 
agreements were concluded by 
Finance Minister Emmanuel 
Wakhweya during a three-week 
tour of the Middle East. 


The radio sald Saudi Arabia 
had agreed to make Uganda an 
interest-free loan of $15m. repay- 
able over six years after a four- 
year grace period for develop- 
ment projects, 


The radio said the Libyan 
Arab Foreign Bank would set up 
@ subsidiary in Kampala, which 
would be 49 per cent owned by 
the Uganda government. 


The bank would have a paid- 
up capital of about $85m. of 
which the Libyan Arab Foreign 
Bank in Tripoli would subscribe 
$7.5m. and the Uganda govern- 
ment the remainder, it added. 


The radio said the bank had 
agreed to purchase shares in the 
state-owned Uganda TDevelop- 
ment Corporation worth §4.5m. 
and that it would also extend 
“medium” and long-term ioans 
for development of industry and

Meir denies loan made to Elite: 


Strike enters its third week 


Jerusalem Post Staff 

In a special statement at yes- 
terday’s Cabinet session, Premier 
Gold2 Meir termed as ‘without 
foundation” statements attributed to 
Histadrut Secretary-General ὙΣὲξ- 
hak Ben-Aharon that the Govern- 
ment had given the Elite factory 
8 I1500,000 grant in 1970. 

The strike in the Elite concern 
goes into its third week today. 

Mrs. Meir said the Secretary- 
General's statement had attracted 
wide publicity and she therefore 
saw it as her duty to state clearly 
and emphatically that it was un- 
true. 

The denial was issued by the 
Premier in the absence abroad of 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir. 

Tt is understood that Mr. Ben- 
Aharon did not accuse the Gov- 
ernment of giving the company the 
money outright, but of granting the 
company a large loan at three per 
cent less than the usual rate of 
interest, an act which would have 
saved the company an estimated 
TL.500,000. 

(Αἴ a Histadrut Executive meet- 
ing last Thursday, Mr. Ben-Aharon 
said Elite received a loan ofIL4.5m. 
from the Government's Bank for 
Industrial Development, at nine per 
cent interest, to help it buy the 
Lieber concern.

He was the only member of the 
Kennedy clan who continued on 
good footing with Lyndon Johnson 
when he assumed the presidency 
following the assassination of 
Striver’s brother-in-law John Ken- 
medy.

The sprawling complex, on the

The second assembly line went into 
operstion in January and began 
turning out Vaz 2101s, or Zhiguli 
station wagons. 

The Zhigult is named for a low 
Tange of mountains near the auto 
plant. Vaz are the Russian initials 
for the Volga automobile plent. The - 
boom town Togliatti is named for 
Palmiro Togliatti, founder of the 
Italfan Communist Party who died 
in 1964. 

“Pravda” said the car being pro- 
duced by the third assembly Hine, the 
2103, is heavier, longer, roomier and 
more comfortable than the Zhiguli. 
It has a 75-horsepower engine “and 
ἃ top speed of 150 kilometres per 
hour.

Real business slump unlikely 


- Building anarchy growing

A®imr unprecedented expansion, 
the building industry is now 


the industry re- 
mains confident, and most contrac- 
tors agree with Labour Minister 
Yosef Almogi' that cyclic ups and 
downs ‘in construction are not 
necessarily. more marked than in 
other branches of the economy. 
They believe that because building 
has always been a pointer for the 
Israel economy, a real decline on 
the eve of elections is unifkely. 
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. The public is also warned not to 


overestimate the importance of 
fluctuations in the demand for flats. 

Last year non-residential con- 
struction accounted for one-quarter 


- of total building starts, a greater 


proportion than in previous years.

But while we need not worry 
about the volume of construction, 
with Δ} it involves in terms of 
employment, earnings, and the pro- 
vision of more flats, this does not 
mean that there is any progress 
in solving the industry’a problems. 
Quite the contrary. The bigger the 
building boom, the less manageable 
the problems are likely to become. 
However, both the public and the 
authorities are mainly concerned 
with the quantitative aspects: con- 
structing more houses; getting more 
funds to fimance them; acquiring 
most up-to-date equipment in order 


to speed up construction and im- 1238 


porting workers because of the 
jocal labour shortage, while little 
attention is paid to crucial struc- 
tural and qualitative elements. 


SHORTAGE OF PLOTS 


A case in point is the alleged 
shortage of building plots in the 
major cities, which is popularly 
blamed for much of the rise in 
price of flats. In order to counter 
this, the sale of government land, 
and other far-reaching measures 
have been suggested. But little has 
been said about the failure to im- 
plement the slum clearance law, 
-which could have provided, at the 
same time, urban land in neighbour- 
hoods close to town centres, and at- 
‘tractive financisl facilities, quite 
apart from helping to solve a sore 
social problem, 

‘When the law was passed eight 


years ago, it was hailed as a major 
social achievement, indeed as an elec- 
tion promise, too good and too cost- 
ly to be carried out. But the real 
reason it was not implemented was 
that the authorities did not dare to 
proceed firmly against the specula- 
tion in land property. The law provid- 
ed for the clearance of slums in order 
to build modern high-rise housing 
estates, the present tenants to be 
compensated with flats either in the 
new blocks or elsewhere. The snag is, 
however, that the present tenants — 
though mostly squatters — insist on 
getting a share in the inflated value 
of the land. 

Though several court actions have 
been started, and a number of forc- 
ible evictions attempted, the law 
has by and large remained a dead 
letter. Meanwhile, lip service is paid 
to slum clearance by launching new, 
and even more costly schemes while 
the slum areas remain closed to 
urban development. 


LAW FLOPS 

Not very different has been the 
fate of a law passed two years ago 
with the intention of subjecting the 
busizess of building contractors to 
public control. The contractors them- 
selves requested it, in order to pre- 
vent abuses. Only contractors meet- 
minimum requirements as re- 
gards capital, professional standards 
and record of performance were 
granted licences. 

Tt is now openly admitted that 
this law has been a flop, with li- 
censing little more than a formality. 
Following the Pan-Lon shock, the 
Contractors’ Centre is now talking 
of introducing a voluntary code of 
conduct for its mem! » which is 
of course a far cry from effective 
control of the entire industry. 

It goes without saying that pri- 
vate contractors were interested in 
licensing mainly in order to impede 
the entry of new competttors. This 
they failed to achleve. But the pub- 
lic could be protected without licens- 
ing by the introduction of legal 
Standards for building contracts. At 
present, people wishing to buy a flat 
are more or less at the contractor's 
mercy, not exactly what he 
is responsible for. Ν 


High school computer age

The hook-up will be made through 
Post Office telephone cables. The 
aim is to promote the use of the 
computer in the teaching of a 
number of subjecta to third-year 
high school students. 

Computer terminals will be in- 
stalled in the Municipal Religious 
High School Here, and at the Ne- 
chalim Yeshiva high school. 

A University team will supervise 
the project and keep check on the 
pupils’ progress, Comparisons wilt 
be made to see whether the in- 
novations in teaching methods in- 
volving such ultra-modern aids will 
indeed raise the general achieve- 
ment levels of the pupils. 

, The supervisory team has drawn 
up study programmes for teachers 
specializing in subjects in which 
the computer will be utilized. The 
teachers are now taking part in 


A lgramm nae geven-week study pro- 


It is expected that the first third 
of the coming school year will be 
spent on getting the students ac- 
quainted with the computers, and 
afterwards they will begin running 
their own programmes through. The 
students will also be given access 
to the Computer Centre for neces- 
sary work. 

This project was made possible 
by the expansion of the computer's 
memory storage capacity by some 
800 per cent. Twenty-four ter. 
minals are now connected to the 
Computer Centre, and following the 
recent expansion, the terminal sys- 
tem can work for 24 hours a day. 

The University will foot the Dill 
for the project, covering, among 
others, the costs of drawing up 
special teachers’ study programmes, 
terminal installation and computer 
time. The monthly rents] for one 
line Is a basic 12,000, which does 
not include the cost of actual use. 
The University is currently nego- 
tiating with the Ministry of Com- 
™unications for a lower tariff for 
the project, arguing that it is 
purely educational. 

The number of computers opera- 
ting in Jsrae] inereased ‘by 32 per 
eent last year over 1970, accord- 
ing to statistics released ‘by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics, The 
figures showed that 257 computers 
were in use at the end of 1971 
compared with 194 at the end of 
1970. 


Though contracts include a lot of 
detail, many important points are 
often either glossed over or stated 
in such ambiguous terms that they 
eventually have to be Interpreted by 
the courts. 

The need for a standard con- 
tract, even if it Isto ‘be used only 
for guidance, is «ὅθ. obvious that 
one might have expected the Min- 
istry of Housing to insist on ft 
long ‘ago, but in fact nobody seems 
to be interested in the matter. 

Nor has anything been done to 
safeguard building Standards. 
Though standardization of building 
elements and control of construc- 
tlon quality has been suggested and 
promised by ‘the Housing Ministry 
for a decade, the actual progress 
ln this respect has been small. Con- 
tractors still complain that lack of 


uniformity in the size and design S! 


of engineering details prevents the 
adoption of mrodern construction me- 
thods. The Standards Institute has 
stated publicly that even the qua- 
lity of concrete used is often un- 
satisfactory. In any case, few ‘apart- 
ment ‘buyers are in a position to 


ascertain whether the house they be 


are taking over conforms to the 
technical specification attached to 
the contract. 


PREFABS HELP 


It goes without saying that stan- 
dardization and quality checks in 
housing involve many problems and 


some costs, and cannot be achieved Vi 


overnight. It is also true that, by 
and targe, the quatity of butiding 
has ‘improved consilerably, and that 


prefabricated ‘building components i 
are beginning to make themselves az 


felt (particularly in low-cost 
housing). 
excuse for the present anarchy, 
which cannot but handicap any sen- 
sible ‘building policy. 

None of the above examples 
touches on the economies of build- 
ing. They refer merely to ‘technica- 
lities. But until these are cleared 
up, the effective planning of the 
building industry is impossible. 
Moreover, other technicalities on 
avhich the bufiding industry vitally 
depends are in no better state. Land 
registration — which is the basis 
for all mortgage credits — is now 
worse than under the British Man- 
date, and is progressively deteriora- 
ting. The ‘administrative machinery 
of urban planning and municipal 
control of buflding activity is at 
best cracking, and in some cases is 
nothing short of scandalous. The 
obsession with record figures of 
built floor-area allows both the 
authorities and the public to ignore 
many pressing issues.
